HE value of a garden plant, 
vegetable or flower, depends 
greatly upon the start It gets; so 
give your seedlings ample care.

If garden is definitely backward, 
it may be aided by a light applica­ 
tion of ammonium sulphate or a 
nitrate fertilizer. Ask your dealer 
for a recommended preparation for 
your type soil, and get definite In­ 
structions. 
Apply sparingly. 
Too 
much 'nourishment causes heavy 
foliage at the expense of flowering. 
With fertilizer application and 
with weeding, however, the best 
time for^actlon is before planting, 
not after. If it is too late this year, 
remember it next Spring. 
Small plants should be thinned, 
as directed on packets, to allow 
proper development.

Champ Clark Buckner, state NYA 
director and former West Plains 
newspaper 
editor. 
Headquarters 
of the NYA program for the ninth 
district are located here. 
Beautifying and 
cleaning 
the 
city park offered employment for 
twenty-seven Sikeston young peo" 
pie on an NYA works project. The 
monthly wages for this work 
at 
peak were $399. 
A monthly labor 
allotment of $339 was made 
for 
twenty-six more youth in 
Sikes­ 
ton. 
They were engaged to do 
recreation extension work. 
At Chaffee a city-wide clean-up 
campaign provided jobs for nine­ 
teen young workers, their month­ 
ly pay roll totaling $235. 
NYA work 
projects, 
Buckner 
emphasized, employ 
only 
young 
people not in school. 
Youth and education—insepara­ 
ble in the mind of every Ameri­ 
can—have 
marched 
even 
more 
closely together in Scott 
county 
this year, because education 
to 
seventy high school students has 
been not only a civic duty, but a 
business and a job. 
Working for NYA funds,

Dr,»lh of Amo« Stoddard 


On March 9 and 10, 1804, C ap­ 
tain Amos Stoddard, first A m er­ 
ican civil com m andant at St. Louis, 
took possession of Upper Louis­ 
iana in behalf of the United S ta’cs 
and, until October 1, served as the 
lirst acting governor. 
Nine years 
later, on May 11, 1813— 123 years 
ago this w eek—he fell 
m ortally 
wounded during the year of 1812 
in the seige of Fort 
Meigs. 
To 
him Missouri 
and 
the 
United 
States owe a debt of gratitude for 
iistinguisned services. 
Yet 
this 
man, of whom relatively little has 
been known and who only recent­ 
ly has found a 
biographer, 
lies 
buried within the f<»rt w here 
he 
fell in an unm arked grave. 
At the time of the assumption 
of his duties at St. Louis, Stoddard, 
who was born in Woodbury, Con­ 
necticut, Oil October 2b. 1762, had 
behind him approximately fifteen 
years of 
distinguished 
military 
iervice. 
Following his enlistment 
in tiie United States army, 
into 
which he had been recruited as 
a frail boy of seventeen by Baron 
von Steuben, he rendered military 
services dui mg the Revolution and 
afterw ards in Upper and 
l>»wer 
Louisiana which raised him to the 
rank of captain of artillery. 
In 
addition, at intervals during 
his 
m ilitary career, he studied 
law, 
gained admission to the Maine bar, 
traveled abroad and 
wrote 
for 
Am erican newspapers. 
He 
thus 
brought to his task at St. Louis, at 
the time of his 
appointm ent as 
first American civil com mandant 
of U pper Louisiana, a rich experi­ 
ence which bore fruit in a judi­ 
cious and enlightened adm inistra­ 
tion winch eas«*d the path for his 
successors. 
Prior to the assumption of his 
dut'cs, Stoddard indicated in a let­ 
ter w hat would be ius policy—a 
policy that was upheld by Presi­ 
dent Jefferson: “ My advice is that 
form er customs and usages . . . be 
still preserved. 
1 think this least 
injurious to the public and most 
likely to preserve peace . . .” Lat­ 
er, in a letter to his mother, Stod­ 
dard reveals a glimpse of the suc­ 
cess of his administration: 
“You 
seem to be anxious for my safety 
and the more so as you think me 
to be among a people of 
strange 
speech! . . I, however, 
find the 
French people to be very friendly. 
1 even speak a part ot their lan­ 
guage and they consider it a duty 
as well as a pleasure 
to 
make 
themselves agreeable to the Unit­ 
ed States . . .” At tin* end of his 
term, General Harrison, who suc­ 
ceeded Stoddard, reported to the 
War departm ent that, in his opin­ 
ion, Stodard’s conduct contributed 
greatly to destroy the prejudices 
which had existed in Upper Louis­ 
iana against the American govern­ 
ment. 
After his retirem ent from 
his 
post at St. Louis, Stoddard con­ 
tinued his active interest in lx>uis- 
iana. 
Appreciating the possibili­ 
ties of St. Louis as a future great 
commercial capital, he invested in 
government lands 
which 
after­ 
wards became exceedingly 
valu­ 
able. In addition, before his trans 
fer to the East in 1807—-the year 
in which he was promoted to the 
rank of m ajor 
he gathered 
m a- I 
terial for his book, Sketches, His- Î 
torieal and Descriptive, of Louis- I 
iana, a book of outstanding histor- i 
ical value, which he published in ■ 
1812. 
During the w ar of 1812, Stodard, 
though physically unfit for stren­ 
uous military duty 
after 
more 
than thirty years of service, serv­ 
ed as deputy quarterm aster gen­ 
eral at Pittsburg and then as com­ 
m ander at Fort Moigs, Ohio.

the latter position he is credited

CHAMBER “GANGS UP ON

The Chamber of Commerce of 
the United States, which has put 
up a great clamor against every 
business reform instituted by the 
Roosevelt administration, evident­ 
ly has taken the advice of E. H.
